Music. was transformed into a rib- 
“bon -of light and made to write its 
soul characteristics ‘on a _ cloth 
screen at Steinway Hall, New York.

We have found this to be so in

all public health, administrators as 
being the only efficlent means by 
which this disease can be. combatted.
